This  is  to  advise  that  the  Indiana  & Michigan  Electric  Company  will 
grant  an  easement  for  sewer  purposes  on  the  above  subject  project,  as  re- 
quired by  the  City  Engineers  • Office  and  as  indicated  on  City  Utilities 
Dwg.  No.  SY-10611,  Sheet  2. 

The  easement  required  by  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  is  located  on  the 
west  side  of  Hanna  Street,  immediately  south  of  Lot  #1  to  Westchester 
Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  over  property  owned  by  Indiana  & 
Michigan  Elective  Company. 

This  easement  will  be  granted  under  the  terms  of  a similar  easement 
previously  approved  by  the  City  Attorney. 

The  purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  delete  our  property  from  a condemn- 
ation proceeding  scheduled  for  May  ii,  1961,  at  which  time  property  of  the 
Indiana  & Michigan  Electric  Company,  as  well  as  other  property,  is  to  be 
condemned  for  sewer  purposes.
